2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance; the prior 
art fails to disclose, in combination with all the limitations, a rotor base with a 
central hole and one key formed on an interior surface of the central hole and a 
drive shaft inserted into the central hole and the shaft is movable between a first 
and second position, in which the first position the drive shaft is located in an 
upwardly most position and in the second position, the drive shaft is located in a 
downwardly most position and the drive shaft having a spiral groove located on an 
outer surface and extending upwardly fi-om a bottom and the key being sUdably 
inserted into each of the spiral groove and a biasing member located between the 
base and the drive shaft and providing a restitution force pressing the drive shaft
